Ruwia Still a 'Decided

German troops are making strong 


efforts to wipe out the wedge which 
the British drove through the Hind- 
enburg line toward -Cambrai. Violent 
attacks have been hurled against the 
British line from Houveres to G-onne- 
Ueu, a front of about eighteen miles, 
but except near Gonnelieu the Ger- 
mans have been repulsed with heavy 
losses. 
Crush Attacks. 
Crown Prince Ruprecht evidently 
proposed to make amends with the 
apparent plan of driving north and 
south and cutting off the British east 
of a line from Moeuvers to Gonne- 
lieu 
On the northern flank and west 
of Cambrai the German attack was 
crushed by artillery and machine gun 
fire and heavy losses were inflicted. 
The - strike on the southern flanks 
brought initial gain, the British, being 
driven back to La. Vacquerie 'and to 
Gbuieauqurt, about one and three- 
quarters miles northwest of Gonne- 


In counter-attabk the British gained 
La. Vacquerie and Gouzeanqurt, and 
drove the enemy from the ridge east 
of Gouzeanc.urt. There has been little 
except artillery activity on the other 
front. 
On Italian Line. 
The violent fighting on the northern 
Italian front has Stopped for the mo- 
ment. The Austro-Germans are re- 
ported to be building defenses on the 
eastern bank 
of the Tagliamento 
river, twenty-eight miles east of the 
PlaT6' 
Allied Council. 
The allied supreme war council be- 
gins Its sitting today at Versailles. 
In attendance will be Premiers Lloyd 
George, Clemenceau, Orlando, and 
Colonel House, and Generals Wilson, 
Foch, Cadorna and Bliss. The other 
allied conference delegates continue 
their conferences in Paris, doing their 
work through committees meeting in 
secret service.

WAR HAS INCREASED 


INTEREST TAKEN IN 


MILITARY TRAINING 


[SPBCIAl TO TB« OiZSTTB.! 
MadlBon, Wls., Dec. 1. — "How has 
war effected the spirit 
in military 
training In the 
universities of the 
country?" Is a question ever upon the 
lips of the public when speaking to 
those who have always been directly 
connected with this kind of formal 
work which has eeemed In the 
ff 
little real value because the reasons 
for its maintenance were so vague. 
Sergeant William O. Atkins, retired, 
U. S. A, who has been attached to 
the military staff of the University 
of Wisconsin 
for 
many years, an- 
•wered.the question for Wisconsin by 
saying, "Wisconsin spirit in drill work 
has always been fine, but of course 
under the 
present conditions it 
bound to be par excellence. 
Many colleges had military training 
ai an optional course with gymnastic 
or athletic activities in the past. For- 
mal military drill was disliked by 
most students. 
All state universities did not hare 
the elective system for military tac- 
tics, but made It compulsory in order 
to receive the contributions from the 
federal government which were given 
under several land grant funds for the 
encouragement of higher education in 
the United States, with the one stlp 
ulation that military education must 
be given if the universities were to 
receive the federal money allotted un- 
der the special acts of congress. 
In the University of Wiscdnsln mil- 
itary work is compulsory for this rea- 
son and all those who are taking this 
required course must also take gym- 
nastic work. Few are excused from 
drill for physical disability and those 
who are, are compelled to undergo a 
thorough course 
in corrective gym- 
nasties. 
If their health is regained 
they eventually find 
themselves in 
the ranks of the student corps. 
A 
student commissioned officer, 
when asked how the work of this 
year compares with that of previous 
years, said, "P«ppy! 
We are doing 
work, now that we did not dare think 
of at this time last year. We are far 
ahead of our schedules. The fellows 
always did work bard but this year 
they realize that 
they may be up 
against the real thing soon.' 
lAlthough the R. O. T. C. has placed 
the infantry division under its rules 
and regulations, there have been no 
radical changes made in the outline 
of the course. The hours and the sub- 
jects are the same as in former times. 
The freshmen and sophomores are 
given three hours of drill each week. 
The upper classmen are not compelled 
to study 
the 
military science, but 
many take it on their own initiative. 
These students are required by tbe 
R. O. T. O. to spend five hours per 
week on military work. 
Formerly 
two machine gun com- 
panies and a signal corps were in 
training besides infantrs'. The R. O. 
T C. has only established thp infantry 
this year, but work will probably be 
given" in machine gun practice and 
signal instruction later in the year.

The certificate which" must be filled 
out before every purchase of anthra- 
cite coal, contains six questions In re- 
gard to the amount of coal on hand at 
present and the kind and amount want-* 
ed. This new railing does not apply to 
any other kind of coal aa there ls: a 
plentiful supply of all varieties except 
hard coal. If this method la not suc- 
cessful In solving the present hard 
coal problem, it may- be found neces- 
sary to commandeer all over-'eupplies 
in consumers' bins. It'is not-thought, 
however, that this will have to be done 
at the preaent time because If the new 
regulations are compiled with by every- 
one, 
the shortage iwill be taken care of. 
Mr. Earle's statement follows:
